that offerings of furuace coke in the 
open market continue conspicuous by 
their absence. 


The Fuel Administration's 
alloca- 


tions are. If anything, heavier than 
formerly. 
Offerings of foundr> coke 


continue relatively heavy 
and 
are 


readily taken by foundries. There are 
suspicions that some of the foundries 
are stocking coke against the winter. 
The majority of blast furnaces would 
be glad to stock coke, but they have 
little opportunity. Tiro or threo cases 
have arisen lately of furnaces 
just 


getting1 a good start at stocking coke 
only to have the Fuel Administration 
discover the fact and order the coke 
operator to divert part of the current 
shipments elsewhere. 


In Pittsburg coke circles develop- 


ments are being watched narrowly to 
observe whether the increased make 
of by-product coke, through the com- 
pletion of new ovens, will decrease 
output of beehive coke through their 
taking the coal . Generally speaMng 
it is thought that such decrease will 
occur if at all only in the case of the 
United States Steel Corporation. The 
corporation's new plant at Cleveland, 
however, has been put in operation 
during the past three months and one 
half the new Lorain plant bas just 
been started .without *sy decrease in 
Connellsvllle coke production 
being 


traceable to.such influence. The oper- 
ation of the Clairton plant, however, 
will probably have more 
influence.

LESSER ESSENTIAL 
INDUSTRIES MAY BE 
FURTHER CURTAILED 


Xay Be Bcstrieted lor Cookfng Only; 


Our Entrance Upon a Itassian Cam- 
paign .Weans Doubling the Volume 
of Military Supplies Sent Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The Am- 


^erican pebpTe~must~prepaTe for great 
deprivations within the 
next 
few 


months as an assistance to the gov- 
ernmsnt in carrying out the increas- 
ing war work, said offlc-rals of the War 
Industries and the War Trade Boards 
here today. The enlarged military op- 
erations on the western front, together 
with the decision of tae government to 
put an armed force into Siberia, has 
greatly increased the volume of sui>- 
plies which the industries 
of 
the 


country -will be called upon to furnish. 


Coal is tbe essential "base of these 


activities, it was pointed out, 
and 


more and more ot the output must be 
restricted to factories and mills which 
ara making materials for the use of 
the men at the front. Plants and con- 
cerns that are now classed as essen- 
tial may be droppea into the non-es- 
sential class, eilier because 
of thej 


need elsewhere of the 
coal 
which 


they are consuming, or the need of the 
naan power at more vital points. 


The War Industrie Board as yet 


has aot made a distinction 
between 


th« relative importance of domestic 
and steam coal, and it is not expected 
that a. ruling ot tiis kind will be made 
before early spring »nyhow. If the 
necessity should arise, however, tfee 
board will recommend the imposition 
of restrictions on the use of coal for. 
domestic- purposes, even to the point 
of practically stopping its use in this 
way except for cooking, or for limited 
fuel purposes in the tnore Northern 
States. 


t is officially "announced that 


only "a few thousand" soldiers will be 
placed in Siberia at this time, It is be- 
lieved quite generally here that not 
less than 1,000,000 men will be requir- 
ed to protect the railroad and supply 
bases of that country against attack 
by the enemy which would mean that 
this many men in addition, to the "few 
thousand" would have to 4>e sent there.

made at the beginning of the coal 
year. Some are from new- plants au- 
thorized bythe "War Iixtustnea Board, 
not known to the Fuel Administra- 
tion at the beginning of the year. The 
requirements for these plants are in 
addition to the original allotments.. 
Other demands are from plants al- 
ready on the preferred list of war in- 
dustries, for increased allowances be- 
- cause of eirlargMnents and extensions 
to original plants made since tbt* Fuel 
Atotmstration compiled its estimates 
of consumption. 


The increased demand for coal for 


the Navy reached almost 100 per cent 
in July. Whereas three and a half 
million tous iras alloted to the Navy 
In April, tbe requirements by the mid- 
dle of July had reached a basis of G,- 
000,000 tons. By the end of the cal- 
endar year 1919 it is estimated that 
approximately 8,000,000 tons will be 
required to cover these demands.

This at- 
titude has complicated a difficult situ-

Inasmuch as many of these young 


miners are the sons of foreign-born
